The  rest  of  the  spring  is  used  for 
theme  section  photography  and 
spring  sports. 

By  September,  the  book  has  been 
designed,  and  now  it  is  up  to  the 
editors-in-chief  to  see  that 
individual  pages  are  produced  in 
timely  fashion. 

Photography,  copy,  captioning, 
headlining-the  entire  litany  of 
steps  that  must  be  followed  to 
produce  a  single  'spread'-each  one 


must  be  followed  meticulously  to 
avoid  errors. 

And  contrary  to  what  another 
song  lyric  says,  time  is  never  on 
your  side.  It's  a  non-stop  and  often 
exhausting  race  to  turn  in  pages  on 
time,  return  proofs,  sell  ads,  recruit 
new  staff~and  the  list  goes  on.

hospitals  in  the 

metropolitan  area. 
The  fall  2007  drive  took 
place  on  October  2-3  in 
the  auditorium  of  Tuohv 


Hall,  where  technicians 
and  phlebotomists  had 
set  up  all  the  requisite 
equipment  for  the 
efficient  collection  of 
blood. 

Members  of  the  entire 
college  community,  staff, 
students  and  faculty, 
were  all  invited  to 
particpate  in  the  Blood 
Drive.  It  was  even  open 
to  residents  in  the 
school's  neighborhood. 
Minimal  discomfort,  a 
cot  to  rest  on,  some  juice 
and  cookies,  and  donors 
were  as  good  as  new—and 
feeling  good  about  giving 
the  gift  of  life.

be  admitted  into  Delta 
Gamma  Sigma,  the 
honor  society  of  the 
Professional  and  Graduate  School 
of  St.  Joseph's  College? 
All  indications  point  to  it  being 
very  hard  indeed,  and  the  chief 
indicator  is  that  only  two  students 
were  deemed  qualified  to  achieve 
membership  into  the  honor 
society:  Helen  Rodriguez  and 
Beverly  Worrell-Gilkes. 
First,  the  academic  requirements 
are  demanding.  A  student  must 
have  maintained  a  3.85 
cumulative  index  over  at  least  30 
credits.  In  addition,  a  student  must 
have   performed    significant   and 


sustained  service  to  the  college  or 
the  community--not  an  easy  task 
for  students  who  are  mostly  full- 
time  workers  and  full-time  parents. 
The  importance  of  such  service 
was  emphasized  by  Preceptor 
Crystal  Harris,  who  in  her  address 
offered  reflections  upon  the 
importance  of  community  service. 
The  setting  for  the  November  30, 
2007  induction  ceremony  was  the 
Parlor  in  Burns  Hall,  where  dinner 
was  also  served  to  the  honorees 
and  their  guests.

et  it  not  be  said  that 
PGS  students  are

As  proof,  witness  what  took  place 
in  the  cafeteria  of  McEntegart  Hall 
on  Saturday,  November  10th 
from  1 1  AM  to  1  PM.  At  that 
time,  weekend  students  were 
treated  to  a  performance  by  Los 
Tocadores  Parang  Group, 
professional  entertainers  who 
specialize  in  Parang--the  music 
which  characterizes  the  Christmas 
season  in  Trinidad  and  Tobago. 
The  word  parang  comes  from  the 
Spanish  word  parranda,  which 
means  "to  party"  or  "to  spree," 
and  that's  what  it  felt  like  for 
several  hours--an  authentic 
Caribbean  festival. 


The  roots  of  the  music  can  be 
traced  to  Venezuela,  so  there  is 
also  a  Hispanic  flavoring  to  its 
sound,  but  over  time,  it  has 
developed  its  own  unique 
Trinidadian  flavor,  absorbing 
Colombian  and  even  Cuban 
music  into  its  sphere. 
According  to  Beverly  Balbirsingh- 
Nunez,  Assistant  Director  of 
Academic  Advisement,  over  300 
students  attended  the  event,  which 
was  held  during  lunch  hour  when 
most  of  the  Saturday  students  were 
free. 

"We  provided  a  variety  of  buffet- 
style  foods  for  the  students  at  a 
cost  of  only  $5.00  a  plate."  said 
Ms.  Balbirsingh-Nunez.

Dean  Travis  Talks  About  What  the  Future  Holds 


he  editors  of  Footprints  2008  were 
fortunate  enough  to  sit  down  with  Dr. 
Thomas  Travis,  Vice  President  for 
Planning  and  Dean  of  the  Professional  and 
Graduate  School.  Dr.  Travis  discussed  numerous 
topics  from  the  nature  of  the  curriculum  to  the  type 
of  instructors  students  encounter  in  PGS.  Here's  what 
the  dean  had  to  say: 

Footprints  2008:  Have  there  been  changes  in  the 
student  population  of  PGS?  What  is  the  nature  of 
these  changes? 

Dean  Travis:  We  always  served  a  non-traditional 
population-always  students  who  didn't  complete  a 
B.A.  Now  we  find  more  students  who  have  earned  an 
Associate's  Degree  or  who  have  some  community 
college.  We  have  always  had  a  diverse  population, 
but  now  we  get  more  immigrants  and  central 
Europeans  enrolling.  This  too,  ties  in  with  the  notion 
of  non-traditional  students.  Many  of  our  students 
have  training  from  European  schools  and  have  come 
here  looking  for  some  kind  of  direction.  It's  a  highly 
motivated  student  population  of  diverse  cultures  and 
personal  lives. 

Footprints  2008:  In  what  direction  is  PGS  moving? 

Dean  Travis:  We  are  trying  to  add  more 
undergraduate  programs  like  accounting,  criminal 
justice  and  marketing-programs  that  will  meet  the 
next  need,  in  addition  to  nursing  and  administration. 

Footprints  2008:  What  is  the  population  size  of  PGS? 

Dean  Travis:  There  is  a  grand  total  of  1 583  students, 
both  graduate  and  undergraduate,  divided  between 
the  Brooklyn  and  the  Patchogue  campuses. 


Footprints  2008:  Is  the  faculty  full-time  or  adjunct? 

Dr.  Travis:  PGS  utilizes  mostly  adjunct  instructors 
because  the  emphasis  is  upon  professionalism.  We 
hire  people  that  are  in  jobs  that  they  can  share  their 
experiences  with  our  students  and  serve  as  role 
models.  They  are  a  very  loyal  faculty~a  very  good 
group. 

Footprints  2008:  In  the  nursing  program,  do  students 
get  clinical  experience  and/or  internships  in 
hospitals? 

Dr.  Travis:  People  who  come  to  PGS  already  have 
certification  in  nursing.  They  have  their  R.N. 
licenses  and  most  have  Associates  Degrees  in 
nursing.  They  already  do  have  clinical  experience; 
they  have  come  to  PGS  to  learn  nursing  at  the  next 
level. 

Footprints  2008:  What  is  the  retention  rate  for  PGS 
students? 

Dr.  Travis:  For  the  year  2000,  67%  of  our  students 
graduated;  7%  are  still  enrolled  in  a  program,  for  a 
total  retention  rate  of  nearly  74%. 

Footprints  2008:  In  what  way  has  combining  the 
registrar  and  admissions  of  PGS  with  that  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  helped? 

Dr.  Travis:  It  has  helped  in  the  quality  of  the 
advertising  and  brochures  that  present  our  programs. 
We  have  a  desire  to  obtain  greater  efficiency  and  the 
Datatel  system,  a  conversion  to  a  college  software 
package,  has  helped  us  reach  that  goal. 

Footprints  2008:  Do    you    see  benefits  in  combining 
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Dr.  Thomas  Travis 


PGS's  and  Arts  and  Sciences'  graduation? 

Dr.  Travis:  I  do.  I  was  one  on  the  supporters  of  that 
because  I  was  from  the  Patchogue  campus.  I  see 
different  ages,  races  and  degrees  and  it  gives  you  a 
magnitude  of  organization,  serving  students  in 
different  ways.  It  has  never  been  done  on  the 
Brooklyn  campus  before,  but  it  has  been  at 
Patchogue  for  a  long  time.  The  fact  that  graduation 
will  be  at  the  Brooklyn  Academy  of  Music  reduces 
weather  fears.

Dr.  Travis:  Applicants  need  a  high  school  diploma  or 
the  equivalent,  some  form  of  secondary  training  or 
experience,  and  most  students  come  to  us  with  some 
professional  experience. 

Footrpints  2008:  Do  Arts  and  Sciences  students 
participate  in  PGS  programs? 

Dr.  Travis:  We  do  have  some  cross-registration  in 
accounting.  Some  PGS  students  take  Arts  and 
Sciences  courses,  but  it  is  not  as  advanced  as  at 
Patchogue. 

Footprints  2008:  Are  PGS  students  eligible  for 
financial  aid? 

Dr.  Travis:  Yes.  The  usual  federal  and  state  programs 
and  some  scholarships  are  available,  but  not  as  many 
as  for  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Footprints  2008:  If  you  could  change  anything  about 
PGS,  what  would  that  be? 

Dr.  Travis:  I  would  like  to  initiate  new  programs 
with  a  large  number  of  students  in  each  one,  but  we 
need  enough  students  to  make  more  programs.  I 
would  also  like  a  way  to  accerate  new  admits,  and 
offer  more  choices  in  more  courses  at  more 
convenient  times. 

Footprints  2008:  What  goes  on  in  Lorenzo  Hall, 
headquarters  for  PGS? 


Dr.  Travis:  This  is  where  faculty  members  have 
offices.  It  is  also  the  central  office  for  graduate 
students,  administrative  support  for  faculty  and  for 
scheduling  and  records. 

Footprints  2008:  What  do  you  do  and  what  does 
your  job  entail? 

Dr.  Travis:  I  have  two  jobs.  As  Vice  President  of 
Planning,  I  create  the  strategic  plan  for  the  next  five 
years.  I  develop  programs  for  the  graduate  area  for 
PGS,  the  largest  growth  area  in  the  school. 

Footprints  2008:  How  long  have  you  been  at  SJC? 

Dr.  Travis:  I  started  in  1978  and  am  in  my  30th  year 
at  SJC.  I've  spent  my  whole  professional  life  here.  It's 
been  a  fabulous  place  to  work.  I've  been  lucky  to 
serve  under  two  great  presidents,  supportive  of  me 
personally  and  the  programs  that  I  administer.
